THE PELOPONNESUS VISITED HY AN

Athens, Jan, 22 —A strong selsmic disturb-
| ance was felt this morning about {30 o'clock
throughout the Peloponnesus (the southern por-
tlon of the kingdom of Greece), especlally In the
